TliP Bponlanc'ou.'^ wave of enthii-'lrtsm 
which spread over llie roimlry ns a result of 
the fio-callcd "pence tnlk" dovclopmeiils with 
Ritc^In demonntrnlpd once more lh.it we are 
a nation given lo wbhfiil thinking. 

Some of the coiinIr>''s Icndln- commenta- 
tors almost went off the deep cud In hcrald- 
InR the "glad lldlnpa," nllhoiiRh nctimlly. 
there waa nothlnR definite on which to bate 
any auch conclusion;;. 

Amid "all tills world-wide speculation over 
s Savlct-Amcrlcnn "pcacr" conference, It re- 
mained for Prr.'^Ident Truman to brine the 
people to their sen.s C.I with a carefully worded 
Blatcmcnt avoldlnR any commitment on the 
pas-ilbllUy of direct neKotlntloii.s between 
United Slate,'; and Soviet leaders. 

He Ktiuclehed most of the Jubilation by 
polntlnR out that the purpo.se of Amba.'jador 
Walter Bedell Smith's talk with rorelfin Min- 
ister Molotov In Moscow. May 4. was to clear 
away any "misconception or confiJ.ilon In the 
minds of the Soviet Rovernment" about 
American policy. In fact. It amounted to a 
reiteration of two salient points: 

First, that the United State.-; will continue 
to promote "vigorously and firmly" It.-; policy 
of nldlnK western Europe. 

Second, that "the United States has no 
hostile or agRrciilvo designs" toward Ru.wla. 

Then It wa.i added that a primary rcnulre- 
mcnt of any talks with Rii.ssla would be an 
aftrecracnt beforehand on upoclflc points to 
be discussed. Going: even further, responsible 
American officials were Inclined to di-scount 
tho prospects of any early negotiations be- 
tween Moscow and W.i-^hlnRton aimed at an 
over-ail settlement of the 'cold war." 

Much as we have been kidded by Ru-ssla. 
and In spite of all the reasons we have for 
being skeptical of every thlnft cmanatinR 
from Moscow, we .still act like a bunch of 
dopes at the siitrhtest provocation. 

Not until Rus.^la herself takes the Initia- 
tive in offcrlnK some compromise which 
c7ery-one cnn imiicr-stand .itiould we build 
nny false hopci. and even then we'll be wise 
to keep our flnpcrs creased. 

or cour.sc wo want peace and no country 
In the world has gone further In trylni: to 
promote a world-wide understanding. But 
ottowlnft our Ideaihtlc fendenclc; and wish' 
lui thInklnR to ro far afield of reality will 
pain us nothing, not lo mention the po;;;;!- 
bliity of it all making u.s look very ,'illly. 

There wore different reactions, of course. 
Governor Dewey for instance called the pro- 
posed setttoment of Soviet-American differ- 
ences "the best news ,';lneo V-J day." But he 
was quick to add the warning that the United 
States muRt "deal from .-itrcnRth" if it Is to 
nccompli-sh more than ."ilmply to accord com- 
munism a temporary setback In its 100-year- 
old goal of world domination." 

Blunt OS It was, we liked the opinion ex- 
pressed by Harold E, Slns-son: 

"Tho United Slatc.i should take the offcn- 
«lTe In a flgtit against communism," 

If there wore no such thing a,i communism 
In this countrj', it would be a different ,story. 
But .-sooner or later we arc going to rcali:-,e 
that It's already firmly entrenched within 
our own borders.
